Flnnlly It takes up tho consideration

of tho legallty of tho proposed telo¬
graph rato tariff, and declarcs that it
vtolatos tho act of Corigross of July
2-1, 1SCC. soctions 5263 to 6268, Inclualve,
and ls under thia act an instrument of
Intorstuto commerce. It can ontor each
Stato wlthout the State'a consont, and
is thoroforo not to be regarded as a

public corporatlon aubject to tho control
